after 2 o'clock this morning a mob, com- 
psted of about 2 dozeu men, took Harri- 
son Lewis, the negro who murdered Joe 
Brooks, aW colored, last Friday night, 
from the juil here and hanged him to a 
tree iu the courthouse yard. 


The mob did its work in a quiet, or 


defi* way, uud seemed to be thoroughly 
organized. It is the opinion of many 
that it JMIS composed of colored men.

The murder was a dastardly one, and 


the negroes ba\re been greatly worked 
up since it» occurrence. Friday night 
Lewis went to Brooks' bouse, and, call-

But we must supplement 
it by stating that it is not certain that 
truly wild horses do not exist, aud, on 
the whole, conclude tbat the evidence 
is in favor of tho existence of the wild 
horse iu central Asia, but that r.'e have 
no evidence us to his pedigree in rela- 
tion to domestication. The wild hcrse 
of the British islands is now practically 
the Shetland pony, but he is not tho 
powerful animal described by Cajsar. 
The domesticated animal everywhere, 
however, reverts very easily to the sav- 
age state. The paces of a wild horse are 
a walk and gallop. The double and the 
canter are artificial, aud it is still a 
mooted question as to whether the wild 
horse ever trots. — Paper Read Before

The first 
thing noticed gtnu'rally is the aecuriioy 
with which the pilot handles the boat, 
avoiding tho bars, w hioh aro n«-ar the 
surface of the water in the smmntT, go- 
ing from one side of tho river to the 
other, and finally, without a jar, land- 
ing them all saMy at their destination. 
When the excursion trasmess is over, 
those same men assume similar positions 
on packets and towboats, carrying hun- 
dreds of tons of freight and thousands 
of bushels of coal on every trip with the 
same aocnracy with which they handled 
the excursion steamers dnring the sum- 
mer.

A large number of the pilots running 


out of Cincinnati know the river from 
here to New Orleans, others fmm here 
to Memphis, and others still to points 
np the river as far as Pittebnrg, '' Know 
the river." This phrase means much. 
For instance, a man running from here 
to New Orleans must be able to take 
charge of ti»« wheel of bis boat at auy 
hour of the day or night at any point on 
the river and on any stage of water. 
He must be able to tell at a glam-a es- 
aotly where the boat is at any point ou 
this long stretch of 1,513 miles. He 
must know every bend and chute, and 
by day the different points by wliieu to 
sfeer.'snch &s houses, barns, trees, fences 
and even haystacks; by night every 
light placed by the government iu cou- 
gpicnous places as well as the hills and 
their shape. He mubt know exactly how 
long to hold the boat to one light or ob- 
ject before changing to another. When 
tbe Mississippi river is readied, a new 
feature presents it-elf iu the hhape of 
the constantly changing ch.iuut'L To 
work here requires moie s.kill and great- 
er judgment probably than all the rest 
of the difficulties combined. Going 
down a boat may go ou one hide of tbe 
river. Coming back it doesn't go with- 
in two mile* of that place. When these 
things are appreciated—and they are 
only a few of the things a pilot must 
kuow—then it is that the pilot gets 
credit for what he does.—Cincinnati 
Commercial Gazette.

The ceremony of "naming" the now 


grand vizier is one of the most impress- 
ive bights imaginable, and aa it hits 
leldom if ever been described an at- 
tempt to convey Mime idea of it may not 
be without interest It was toward 4 
o'clock ou Saturday afternoon that the 
Bervants comuieured to carry ont from 
Djevad Pasha's rooms at the sublime 
porto his books, papers, pens and other 
private paraphernalia. This was the 
first intimation given to the world that 
the grand vizier had fallen. Shortly aft- 
erward troops filed up the hill and lined 
both sides of the road from the landing 
stage at Sirkidjy to the doors of the 
port*. The new» spread like fire under a 
wind, and by 5 o'clock all preparations 
were completed for the reception of the 
new occupant of the principal office in 
the empire. In tho great council cham- 
ber tbe scene v* as unique in its quiet dig- 
nity. The room was crowded with all 
tho high officials present and past, and 
though an hour or two previously none 
there had even pnen»ed what was about 
to happen each one took his place si- 
lently aud rejialiirly, without confusion 
or mistake, awaiting the advent of the 
still unknown chief. 


At tbohoart of the hall a small vacant 


spam \\ ii» left, around \\ Inch jrrouped 
the pre>f'nt ministers and those who had 
previously held portfolio* -As e.u-ii canio 
m ho paced slowly up tlwcaiprt with 
onn short salute. As soon us ho reaoheil 
the end all present returned the teme 
ua'a with a sweep of the hand to the 
ground, breast and forehead.

movement of tcarlet fezes in unison 
with open hands, given in silence, and

There he drew from his breast a 
green silk hag, and extracting from it 
the imperial hatt he pressed the parch- 
ment to his lips and forehead. The dark 
bearded sheikh repeated this homage to 
rho words of his imperial master, and 
the hatt was handed to tho evrak mu- 
diri, or keeper of the archives, who read 
aloud that his imperial majesty tho sul- 
tan, knowing the devotion, well proved, 
of Said Pasha, intrusted to him the 
duties of grand vizier, and that, having 
full confidence in the piety of tho Sheikh

Dairy and Creamery. 


A Michigan farmer who was caught 


watering the milk ho sold was turned 
ont of church. 
Served him right 


H- H. Dean, professor of dairying in 


the agricultural college at Quelph, Ont, 
18 visiting Europe this summer, and be- 
fore his return will investigate cheese 
and butter making iu Great Britain and 
Denmark Ho will pnbhbh the result of 
bis observations. We have not yet heard 
of any professors of dairpng in Ameri- 
can schools who aro spending thoir sum- 
mer vacation among the dairies of Den- 
mark getting information that will be 
useful to the dairy interests of the Unit- 
ed States, although Denmark milk prod 
nets are considered the finest in the 
world. So far as we are aware not even 
any of tbe dairy professors whose salaries 
are paid by the state and nation are do- 
ing so. Maybe some of them are, how- 
ever, and we hav^ not heard of them. 


There are different ways of utilizing 


Bkimniilk. Given warm aud fresh from 
the gr-panitor tho cows themselves will 
often drink it, and it is good for them. It 
can be fed to calves from the time they 
are »J week old, and if a little linseed 
meal and middlings be mixed w ith it 
they will need uo other food till the/ 
are old enough to take solid matter. 
Then there are tho hogs. Skimmilk will 
furnish to them a large share of that 
nitrogenous food which is so lacking 
in corn. 
As to poultry, did you over 


gee turkeys eat milk with onion tops 
chopped up in it ? If not, you have home- 
thing to learn about the uses of skiui- 
milk and buttermilk.

Depth of pLintmg potatoes has» 
been made a subject of study at five ex- 
periment stations. The results ha\o been 
souiPV>h.it eontiadictory, but with tho 
greater number of trials turning out iu 
fa\ or of ct uiiparaih i-ly shallow planting 
In tho greuter number of tuals the best 
results have come from planting two to 
three inches deep 
It is le.irncd from 


tho report on met hods of cultivating pi> 
tatot'i that the tendency is toward thor- 
ough preparation of tho soil aud level 
culture. 


On the grounds of the Illinois station 


comuicrci.il fertilizers have failed to 
give profitable results, though it is bo- 
licvcd iu other wctioiis that those pay. 
At the Kentucky esj>eriiiK'ut station, 
Lexington, potash, enher m tho form 
of nun uto or sulphate, has IHH-II Ufcerf 
profitably, whilo neither nitr.ite nor 
phosphate has made very appreciable in- 
crease in the yield. At the Michigan PS- 
pennieut station, Lansing, wood aihes 
gave better n suits than any of the com- 
mercial fertilizers, while barnyard ma- 
nure was found better still It is entire- 
ly probable that in other parts of this 
irtato valuable results could be had from 
the use of some of tho commercial fer- 
tilizers 
"Mo.st of the experiment sta- 


tions in other states have found benefit 
in applying a coiumerei.il feitih/er in 
(tome form, but usually it is not neces- 
sary to uso a compu to fertilizer, because 
it is not usual for all the tluee principal 
elements of fertility to bo Licking. Isot 
unfrequently the application of nitrogen 
or potash or phoxphoius alono iu some

thick enough. Or, in other words, twice 


much moisture, with lihuul dieting 


of manuro, will enable ns to plant much 
closer, and of course a corn sjx Hiding iu- 
crea>o in tho rotnins. For iustaiu-e, tur- 
nips, b*ots and radisho* c.\n lie success- 
fully drilled only ten iiu lies apart and 
nn enormous yield secured, and tho 
surface will bo shaded by tho top 
growth. Early Ohio potato's can actu- 
ally b* tnwdo to produce as much to the 
hill by plantiiig in dulls 12 by 12 
inchew, instead of 14 by .HO or !lf>, as 
many uso. Less land, highly emiched 
aud deeply saturated with water, is tho 
"way ont" for tho Ksuisu- farmer. Al- 
together I havo about »:x acres in gar 
don stuff, and 1 make tho statement that 
•ubsoiling m a dry seiuon will actually 
double tho crop.

Although he 
had mheritod a comfortable fortune 
from his father, the executioner of the 
revolution, he gut into pecuniary diffi- 
culties and was guilty of pawning his 
guillotiuo, euiely the most lugubrious 
plodgo over taken by mortal pawnbro- 
ker. Au order came fi'oin tho priKjnrator 
general fur tho execution of a criminal, 
and tho necessary apparatus was not 
foi thcomiug. The prison authorities had 
prrforoo to got it ont of pawu, and the 
execution took placo. But tho last of 
tho 8,m>ons was informed that his serv- 
ic("- would ro longer bo required. What 
bocanto of him afterward does not ap 
poar to bo known.—London News.
